TRAGEDY AT PRESCOTT. 


‘The Pate of Two Brothers -One Shot 
‘nd the other Prosen. 


A gentleman from Prescott informs an | 
‘evening contemporary of « fearful tragedy 
which took place in the neighbourhood of 
the town on Thursday night last. It ap-| 
ears that during the day they took an 
Sctive part in the elections, knocking | 
about and drinking a great deal. They boih | 
kept together until 12 o'elook at aight 
when they left s tavern, one going 1o-| 
ward Ogdensburg across the river, and | 
the other directing his steps towards the | 
country. ‘The night it will be.remamber 
ed was intensely cold, and hence the pro 
prietor of the tavern should not bave ale 
lowed them to go out at such « late bour. 
They both were very drank at the tim, 
The brother who went towards the 
country continued walking uatil he| 
found himself getting #0 very cold that 
be dreaded being frossa. He then warn. | 
ed off into the wood to a farmer's house 
fo which be hopei to gain admission. 
He rapped at the door, was answered, 
but the farmer refused to let him in, 
supposing probably that he was a burglar 
on hie midnight prowl. He begged ree 
Postedly for adimiesion, if only for a fow 
‘moments, that he might warm himselfand 
gobome.’ Tne farmer, however, persisted 
im bis determination not to admit hiw, 
‘notwithstan.ing the poor druakard’s pits 
fal wails, He rat down for a few momenta 
beside the house, but the cold began to 
eneroach upon him #0 perceptibly that he, 
in bis stupor, attempted to break the win- 
dow, and by that means get into the hoase. 
The former, whose heart seemed to be bard 
inde, did not appreciste this proceed. 
ing, and called to the puor fellow to de- 
iat. He did not, however, but on the 
conuary redoubled his efforts. The 
farmer at this stage went for his gun, and 
returning to the window took deliberate 
aim and shot the poor fellow through the 
neck. He fell back and possibly would 

been allowed to die but for 

it to the scene of a third party, 

who was alarmed by the report of the 
gun. The wounded man was taken 
into the house, and medical aid imme- 
diately procured, but recovery 1s scarcely 
pomsible The ‘other brother. we bat 
‘aid, started out to cross over te Ugdent 
dargh.

The widespread destitution in New 
York, whic bar provoked s2 much com 
ment, this winter, uofortunately coo 
Hinues. ‘Though trade is desorbed ax 
somewhat improved, and though a more 
eheertul feeling is apparent in business 
circles, the unemployed are counted by 
thoumads, and the 1esourtes of charity 
are taxed to the utmost to provide the 
means of prolonging life to maltitudes. 
The Metropolitan papers have began to 
print lists of the deserving unemployed, 
in the hope of tbe remedial efforts being 
‘moro systematically and ellectively dé 
rected, and ia order Unt the well-meaning 
may have an opportunity of practical ac: 
ion im the sucsour of the distressed. 
Mere benevolence is all very well in ite 
way, but benetizence is better, aod is best 
to provide ways of translating into 
useful deeds the praiseworthy 
emotions of tho charitable. The 
names, callings and residences of the kile 
being known, an aveaue of usefulness is 
opened to the clames capable of extend- 
ing help, and a desirable prospect is af- 
forded the needy.

or any other man of bis party is xecused 
by it of & Magrant wrong the statement 
muat be taken cum greao salis. 

The “trek unworthy of any public 
man,” however, consists. in having, as al- 
leged, brought about the elections in the 
outlying Provinces, especially ia Nova 
Scotia, = week after their occurrence in 
Ontario and Quebec.
